U.S. Department of Commerce figures 
disclose. On the other hand, employ- 
ment of males has increased only about 
15 per cent. : 

Last year there were an estimated 
8,523,000 women on jobs in the South as 
compared with 4,480,500 in 1950. This 
represents a 90 per cent rise. 


The figures follow a national trend 
but is more pronounced in the South. Na- 
tionally the increased employment of 
women amounts to only 76.4 per cent. 

Five years ago about every fourth 
person employed in the South was fe- 
male.

But this is the first time since 
the atomic bomb was dropped on 
Hiroshima that the American: peo- 
ple have been asked to share in 
resolving a major decision of 
atomic policy which has been so 
hedged about by official secrecy 
that public debate has been point- 
less and impossible. 


Now Stevenson is putting his 
ease for the. endine of H-bomb 
tests before the voters and Ei- 
senhower is acceding by contin- 
uing the debate.

Stephens declared, “The use of false or unverified claims 
regarding the value, former price, original, regular or usual price 
of an article has become so widespread that it threatens public 


confidence in all advertising.’’ 

He cited such examples as a 60-dollay item “reduced” to 
$39.50; *‘‘formerly” 12 dollars, now $7.95; ‘“‘usually’’ 20 dollars, 
now 15 dollars; 50 per cent off ‘“‘regular’’ price, etc. eee 

He pointed out that most prices at which merchandise is 
actually sold are probably the true yalue, but added: “It is 
false and misleading for advertisers to create an illusion of a 
Savings which, in fact, does not exist.’’ 

And the public, he asserted, is becoming “increasingly 
skeptical’ of the truth of any such savings claims. 


PROGRAM CALLS FOR INTENSIVE 3-PRONGED ATTACK 

In a concerted effort to eliminate such practices, he continued, 
the Atlanta BBB will join others over the nation in a program 
calling for: 

1. Intensive “shopping” of comparative price advertising. 

2. Trade practice meetings, in which manufacturers, retailers 
and advertising media will be asked to participate. 

3. Referral.of findings to the appropriate authorities when 
advertisers can’t or won't substantiate their claims and when 
media continue to carry such advertising after being advised of 
the facts. 

Stephens noted that reputable retailers in many parts of the 
country are ‘giving serious study to the entire problem, and that 
some have indicated they are anxious to bring it out into the open. 

He said a few have gone so far as to eliminate the use of 
comparative price Glaims-in their advertising but that the Better 
Business Bureaus do not fee] such drastic action is necessary. 

_ However, he warned, there is a danger of legislation to con- 
trol advertising abuses if voluntary self-restraint fails.
